Gives Up Also the Presidency 
of All the Railroad’s 


Subsidiaries. 
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OUT NOT LATER THAN OCT. 1 





Directors Make Announcement 


After They Consider Com- 
merce Commission’s Report. 





RETIRING PRESIDENT SILENT 





His Going No Surprise, Since Clamor 
Against His Management Had 
Grown insistent in Late Months. 





Charles S. Mellen resigned yesterday 
as President of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad and of all 
{ts sutsidizry companies. His resigna- 
tion was presented at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors held at the Grand 
Central Terminal, and is to take effect 
at the'r pleasure, but in any event not 
later than Oct. 1. 

These facts were made known official- 
ty after a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors, 

One of the Directorsysaid last night 
that President Mellen’s resignation would 
be accepted at a meeting to-day.® 

“ President Mellen presented his resig- 
nation near the adjournment of the meet- 
ing and announced that he would give 
his reasons in detail later,” said this 
Director “I suppose his reasons for 
withdrawing will b@ presented at the 
meeting to-morrow, when his resigna- 
tion will be formally accepted.” 

“Ts there any intimaticn of what those 
reasons may be?’ he was asked. 

“Well, I suppose the hammering he | 
has been getting is the principal reason. 
As a matter of fact, we do not know, and 
so far as I know no Director has 2 

} 
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quested him to resign. To some at the 
meeting it came as a surprise, and the 
resignation will Be accepted sith regret.” 

There nave been frequent rumors that 
Mr. “Mellen would resign, which have 
been as frequently denied, but in the last 
few months, as the clamor against his 
management has grown stronger, these 
reports have gained credence among} 
railroad men, and it has been considered 
only a question of time when he would 
retire. 

It was reported that a short time be- 
fore the Stamford wreck Mr. Melien had 
retually presented his resignation to the 
board, but when the wreck occurred he 
objected to retiring under the fire direct- 
ed at him as the result of it, and the 
resignation was held up temporarily. 

At another time it was explained that | 
Mr. Mellen would not resign until after | 
his trial for manslaughter in connection 
with the Westport wreck, which is to 
take place in: October, but this state- 
ment could not be traced to Mr. Mellen |} 
himself.

INDICTED IN LAMAR CASE? 


But Names Are Wot Disclosed as 
Papers Are Sealed by Court. 


Assistant United States District At- 
torney Walker, who presented to the 
Federal Grand Jury the case against 
David Larnar, recerved yesterday a visit 
from Chief William J. Flynn of the 
Federal Secret Service, who was ac- 
companied by Agent Schroder, attached 
to the local office of the Secret Service. 

When Mr, Flynn was asked what had 
occasioned his call he replied that he 
had come to see Mr. Walker on a per- 
sonal matter. 

Wate In the ‘afternoon the Federal 
Grand Jury came before Judge Hand, 
accompanled by Asisstant District At- 
torneys Walkér and Stephenson. They 
handed up an indictment, but at the re- 
quest of the Government it was placed 
under the seal of the court. No hint 
was forthcoming of the identity of the 
persons thus indicied or the nature of 
the offense with which they were 
charged. The indictment is not likely 
to be unsealed until the persons named 
in it have been arrested. 

It has been held by those who have 
considered the Lamar case that Section 
32 of the Federal Criminal Code would 
cover it.

BRYAN SPEAKS TO 3,000.

If the Eastern railroads stand by their 
managers in insisting that the erlev- 
ances of the railroads be considered at 
this time by the arbitrators who take 
up the demands of the trainmen and 
conductors, then there will be no 
arbitration at all, but a strike that 
will cripple the. freight and passenger 
traffic on all the lines north of the Ohio 
River and enst of the Mississippi River. 
This was the statement made last night 
by President W. G. Lee of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, and he 
spoke not only for himself and his own 
brotherhood, but for President A, B. 
Garretson of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, To the same effect was a pre- 
diction made yesterday by many others 
familiar with the wage controversy. 

The managers’ intention to attach 
eight stipulations of their own to the 
matters submited to arbitration was 
implied by Elisha Lee, the Chairman of 
their Conference Committee; as long 
ago as Monday afternoon, but it was 
not until Wednesday night that such 
intention was made defimte by a plath 
statement and the issuance of the list 
of eight proposed changes in the rates 
of pay and the working conditions. The 
substance of this communication did not 
Yeach the brotherhoods’ Committee of 
One Hundred until yesterday morning, 
and it increased the bitterness of the 
men toa the highest point attained in 
the present dispute. 


Union Leaders Charge Bad Faith. 


The anger first shown by the brother- 
hood leaders did not abate as the day 
wore on, and last evening the two 
chiefs, Garretson and Lee, were ready 


with their reply, a long letter to 
Elisha Lee, copies of which were not 
only distributed to the newspapers but 
dnailed. at ance to President Wlison, to 
the Secretary of State, to the railroad 
Presidents, and to every. member of 
the Housé of Representatives and the 
Senate. 

The burden of this letter is a charge 
of bad faith. In. more temperate lan- 
guage President Seth Low of the Na- 
tional @ivic Federation wrote a letter 
of remonstrance to the managers. To- 
day he will go before them to argue 
that they must not at this time press 
their own s#rievances to arbitration. 
The point made by both the brother- 
hoods and Mr. Low is that the railroad 
Presidents helped to obtain the enact- 
ment of the Newlands bill with the vir- 
tual promise to President Wilson that 
with such a law enacted, they would 
submit to arbitratition, the ‘‘ pending ”’

The Destruction of Seres. 


Seres, a flourishing and rich city, 
was almost completely destroyed by 
fire. The Vice Consuls of Austria and 
Italy tried officially in vain to protect 
their consulates. The Bulgarians did 
mot even respect the persons of the 
Consuls, but carried them to the 
mountains and only released them on 
the payment of heavy ransoms. 

The national flags of foreign coun- 
tries were raised on Buropean and 
American buiidings, but had no effect. 
On the contrary, the Bulgars concen- 
trated their fire on the foreign houses 
because they knew that these houses 
sheltered numerous refugees. 

They cannonaded the city. The de- 
fenseless citizens abandoned all their 
possessions, and in many cases their 
infirm relatives, to flee from the rain 
of shot which pitilessly pursued them. 

The great warehouses of the 
American Tobacco Company were 
burned, causing in all a loss of more 
than $1,000,000. The managers, 
Messrs. Harrington and Moore, es- 
caped to Salonika during the confla- 
gration. 


Bombs and shells raked the city, 
wiped out thousands of families, and 
left hundreds of victims. 

The Bulgarians cried ‘‘ Hurrah!” 

and dragged to the flames all which 
they could carry from the business 
houses and stores. 
* All the houses were sacked. Nei- 
ther the many churches, the mosques, 
the synagogues, nor the hospitals 
Were spared. Before the destruction 
of the city the distinguished Greek 
residents were massacred in cold 
blood. 


Desolation Everywhere. 


The scenes in the country are even 
more shocking. Everywhere are the 
Tutilated bodies of peaceful peasants, 
everywhere are ashes and ruins where 
were joyous villages—a poignant deso- 
lation. 

Ordinary massacres no longer sat- 
isfy the Bulgarians, and they have in- 
vented refinements of cruelty which 
the imagination refuses to compre- 
hend. Girls are outraged before their 
parents, wives before their husbands, 
young men and old men are mutilated 
Before the work is done their limbs 
are broken, their eyes are torn from 
the sockets. They disembowel one, 
burn another, cut off the noses and 
ears of others. 

At first it seemed that these crimes 
had been committed by camp follow- 
ers, but investigation has unmis- 
takably shown that all was done by 
regular soldiers under the orders of 
their chiefs. 

The Bulgarian authorities prepared 
everything, and directed everything. 
A Bulgarian Captain, Dimitri Botsa- 
noff Anguet, was seen presiding at the 
massacres at Demir-Hissar. Else- 
where there were officers of the Twen- 
ty-first and Twenty-second Regi- 
ments.

But all these things are as nothing 
compared with what happencd at De 
mir—-Hissar, Seres, and Doxato,; where 
everything was sacked by fire and 
sword. 

The City of Seres is nothing more 
than a mass of ene ruins, filled 
with mutilated corpses of old men and 
women and childran. 

The Consuls-General of Italy and Aus- 
tria at Salonika, who visited Seres for 
the purpose of establishing to what ex- 
tent their nationals had suffered, have 
tohi us that the accounts published in 
the newspapers gave but a faint idea 
of the terrible reality. 

At Demir-Hissar the -exhumation of 
the mutilated bodies of the Metropolitan 
and the leading citizens has convinced 
us that our enemy is not satisfied to 
pillage, burn, despoil, and murder, but 
he rejoices in torturing his victims. 

Doxato is no longer anything but a 
pool of blood. Of its 3,500 inhabitants 
only 150 remain. A great number of the 
little villages along the route taken by 
the fleeing army were the scenes of 
like atrocities. 


RUMANIANS NEAR SOFIA. 


King Ferdinand Pleads with King 
Charles for Terms of Peace. 


LONDON, Friday, July 18.—Rumanian 
troops are at, Plevna and Mesedra, the 
latter within thirty miles of Sofia. 

King~Ferdinand of Bulgaria is a sup- 
pliant to the King of Rumania for terms 
of peace.

with the railroads, from the moment that 
the effort began to secure satisfactory 
amendments to the Erdman law. They do 
eve, however, that the railroads are 
honorably bound to dispose of the questions 
raised by them, on their own merits and 
apart from any other question, before they 
are asked to consider new and far-reach- 
ing problems to which neither they nor 
their brotherhoods have given the slightest 
contideration. 

I am entirely in sympathy with this view. 
If it has been the intention of the rail- 
roads io submit these questions as soon as 
the new law was passed, and as a part of 
the pending controversy, I think this pur- 
pose should have been made known to the 
brotherhoods before their aid was accepted 
in securing the passage of the Newlands 
law. It must. not be lost sight of that. the 
brotherhoods were willing to arbitfate under 
the Erdman act as it was; but they joined 
the railroads in asking for the Newlands 
law because they thought the desire of the 
railroads for a larger Board of Arbitration 
was reasonable and fair. They also shared 
the wish of the railroads for an indepen- 
dent Board of .Mediation and Conciliation 
such as is provided in the Newlands act. 
This attitude of the brotherhoods toward 
the railroads as to the size of the Board of 
Arbitration fairly entitles them te ask at 
the present time that the railroads confine 
the immediate arbitration to the questions 
raised by them. 

This request seems to me both reason-.- 
able and just, and I venture to express 
the very earnest hope that the railroads 
which you represent will accede to it. If 
after considering this letter you are still 
in doubt, I respectfully ask for an oppor- 
tunity to be heard by your body as I was 
heard by the representatives of the broth- 
erhoods, for whom Messrs. Garretson and 
Lee speak, when they were hesitating 
whether or not to withdraw from any 
further effort to secure the amendment of 
the Erdman act.

NAMES MEDIATION BOARD. 


President Makes W. L. Chambers 
Commissioner Under New Ar- 
bitration Act.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Forty-eight 
hours after his signature had made the 
new Railroad Wage Arbitration act the 
law of the land, President Wilson an- 
nounced to-night his selection of the 
United States Board of Mediation and 
Conciliation authorized by that statute. 

The members of this board are all 
either in Washingtori*‘ or within close 
re&ch of the Capital, and can assemble 
at New. York in twelve hours after their 
confirmation by the Senate. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Mediation are: 

Commissioner, William Lea Chambers, 
a lawyer of Washington, C3: aa 
sistant Commissioner, Glassbrenner 
Wallace William Hanger of Washing- 
ton, D. C.. chief statistician of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics; members, 
Louis Freeland Post of Chicago, As- 
sistant Secretary of Labor; Martin A. 
Knapp, Chief Justice of the Commerce 
Court. The appointment of Mr. Hanger 
as Assistant Commissioner means that 
he will relinquish his place in the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. 

The new Commissioner of Mediation, 
Mr. Chambers, is well known in Wash- 
ington. He is a Southern man who was 
once President of the company which 
founded Sheffield, Ala., now the second 
aity of the South in iron production. He 
was the American member of the com- 
mission named under the Berlin Treaty 
of 1890 between England, Germany, and 
the United States. From i607 to 1901 
he was Chief Justice of the Interna- 
tional Court of Samoa, and from 1901 
until 1910 he was a member of the 
Spanish Treaty Claims Commission. 

Mtr. Post, who has been assistant Sec- 
retary of Labor. since its creation in 
March, came here from Chicago, where 
he was editor ef The Public. He be- 
fan as a printer, was assistant United 
States Attorney in New York, became 
interested in Henry George and his 
teachings, and ran for Congress on the 
labor ticket in 1883. He has been an 
editor in Cleveland and Chicago, and 
lectured on single tax and political and 
electoral reform. 

Judge Knapp, the other member of the 
new board, is a New Yorker, and was for 
many years Chaitman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. In 1910 he was 
appointed y President Taft as an addi- 
tional United States Circuit Judge and 
assigned as Chief Judge of the United 
States Commerce Court. As Chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
he served aS a mediator under the old 
Erdman Railroad Arbitration Act, and 
on his retirement from the commission 
he was designated by President Taft to 
continue to serve under that act.

M'CLAVE DRAWS HOT 
FIRE FROM MULHALL 


Lobbyist Says He Not Only 
Knew the New Jersey Candi- 
date, but Paid His Expenses. 


SHOWS LETTERS AS PROOF 


Testimony before Senate Commit- 
tee Likely to Affect Congress 
Fight in Sixth District.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Disclosures 
before the Senate Lobby Committee to- 
day will have a serious effect on the 
special Congressional election next Tues- 
day in the Sixth New Jersey District to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Representative Lewis J. Martin. In 
that district, which was the seat. of 
Martin M. Muthall’s activities against 
Senator William Hughes when he was 
@ member of the House, a fight is going 
on between the Democratic nominee, 
ex-Representative Archibald C. Hart, 
and the Republican candidate, 8. Woods 
McClave, a lumber dealer, who has been 
defeated for Congress several times. 
The name of Mr. McClave appeared 
in the Mulhall correspondence and it 
Was the candidate’s recent denial that 
he knew Mulhall that turned the com- 
mittee’s investigation toward him. 
Senator Reed said he was tired of pub- 
lished statements that Mulhall’s testi- 
mon was a mass of lies, so he took up 
the correspondence relating to Mr. Mc- 


Clave and questioned Mulhall about it. 

Several of the letters were addressed 
to Mulhall during and after the cam- 
paign of 1910. They were written on 

aper bearing the letterhead of the Mc- 

lave Lumber Company, and Mulhall 
swore they were signed by Mr. McClave. 
For the most part these letters were 
pleas from McClave that Mulhall, as 
agent for the National Association of 
Manufacturers, pay various bilis in- 
curred by Mr. McClave in his unsuccess- 
ful fignt against Mr, Hughes. 

‘He was a ‘con’ man, and that’s all 
I can say for him,” said Mulhall, when 
lhe was asked to explain the letters, 
** Before McClave got the nomination he 
told us he had money enough to run 
his own campaign, put after he was 
nominated he said he was broke. Why, 
he used to come to my hotei three ti. -s 
a day and eat at my expense. And he 
was a good feeder, too. He was the 
tightest wad I ever saw. If he had 
just put up the money, which everybody 
said he had, he could have won, toc, 
oe, was defeated only by a vote of 


“"All the bills which McClave asked Mul- 
hall to pay were for small sums. One 
Was an item of $90 for handbills and 
another was $37.50 for a newspaper ad- 
vertisement. Mulhall said he and Mce- 
Clave were together all the time towa:d 
the end of the campaign, and that he 
paid for every item of McClave’s per- 
sonal expenses, including meals, cab 
hire, typewriting, and printing. 
“Did you write his speeches

Even Slept Together. 

“*Senator,’’ answered Mulhall, ‘“ we 
did everything for him that was done. 
This man that is attacking me now in 
Paterson and saying he did not know 
me was with me all day long, and for 
the last three days we slept together. 
On one occasion, where you see on my 
expense account an item of $4 for cab 
hire, I took him to see the Superim- 
tendent of a factory which I wanted to 
win over from the Hughes influence. He 
had a talk with the Superintendent, and 
he said he would be willing to give us 
$500 or $600 for our fight. But I toid 
him he would rather have his assistance 
than his money. McClave grumbled with 
me all the way back to the hotel because 
I had not taken the money then and 
trusted to getting his assistance later.”’ 

An entry on Mulhall’s expense ac- 
count for ‘‘ Supper for self and friend ”’ 
attracted Senator Reed’s attention. 

“Yes, that was McClave,’’ snapped 
Mulhall. ‘‘ He always came for sup- 
er before he made a speech. He said 
e couldn’t talk on an empty stomach. 
In all my thirty years’ campaigning I 
never saw such a man.’’ 

Mulhall told the committee that Mc- 
Clave’s campaign was run on_ $3,000 
supplied by the N. A. M. and $2,000 
given to him by a wealthy Paterson 
manufacturer, Mr. Barber. , The private 
stenographer of James A. Emery, coun- 
sel for the N. A. M., was detailed to 
help Mr. McClave, he said. 

The committee’s interest was aroused 
by items on Mulnall’s expense account 
indicating that he paid a regular salary 
of $40 a week to Coilector of Internal 
Revenue Burke, who then was stationed 
et Paterson. Burke, according to Mul- 
hall, once had been a candidate for 
Congress. 

In going over his expense accounts, 
Mulhall identified one item of a pay- 
ment of $5 in May, 1908, to Neal, mes- 
Senger to the Speaker of the House. 

‘** He frequently did little errands for 
us,’’ said Mulhall, ‘‘and let us know 
who was in the Speaker’s room.” 

Another expense account item was for 
$18.90, for breaking a shoemakers’ 
strike in Portsmouth, Ohio, in May, 1908. 
Three thousand men were _ involved. 
Mulhall broke the strike in three days, 
he said, and spent $12 taking union offi- 
cials to a circus.

Mulhall’s activities in connection with 
the Republican National platform of 1908 
were brought out.in a letter. to Schwedt- 
man on May 28.

FROM NEW HAVEN

being bent on establishing a transporta- | 
tion monopoly and paying any prices to 
attain his end. 
Grounds of Dissatisfaction. 

Stockholders grumbled over the state 
of the road's finances, and predicted 
a reduction of dividends if his policy 
was coniinued. New England Gov- 
ernors and Legislatures denounced his 
enterprises as monopolistic, and sought 
to prevent especially his absorption of 
the Bostun & Maine. About five years 
ago it became’ necessary for the New 


Haven to dispose of the Boston & 
Maine stock to conform to the law, and 
it was sold to John L. Billard, a Meri- 
den banker. Afterward a compromise 
was reached with the Massachusetts] 
authorities a:nd the stock was sold back 
to the roac. Mr. Billard’s profits on 
the deal constituted one of the points 
of attack in the recent Interstate Com- 
merce Commission inquiry. 

It was at the time of the alleged deal 
with the Grand Trunk, however, that 
the storm reached its height. The 
Grand Trunk was building an extension 
into Providence, after overcoming 
many obstacles imposed by the New 
Haven Road, and New Englanders be- 
lieved that there was to be competition 
at last. President Hays of the Grand 
Trunk was lost on the Titanic, and heé 
was succeeded by E. J. Chamberlin. 
He and Mr. Mellen had. been clerks to- 
gether as young men on the Vermont 
Central. Last Fall work on the Grand 
Trunk extension was suddenly aban- 
doned, and it was rumored that Mellen 
and Chamberlin had made some kind 
of an agreement. Both denied that the | 
agreement had anything to do with the} 
stoppage of work, and Mr. Chamberlin 
declared that the work was stopped be- 
cause the Grand Trunk, which is 
financed in England, had found it im- 
possible to raise money under the con- 
ditions caused by the Balkan war. 

It gradually became known that an 
agreement had been made, which was 
described as a traffic and_ trackage 
Mr. Mellen assured the pub- 
lic that this meant great benefits to 
New England, but New England was 
far from satisfied. Mass meetings to de- 
nounce Mellen and Chamberlin. were 
held in Boston and Providence, and Gov- 
ernors and Attorney Generals appealed 
to Washington 

In December both Mellen and Cham- 
berlain were indicted by the Federai 
Grand Jury in this city for conspiracy in} 
restraint of trade. Mr. Mellen contested 
the indictment on the ground that one 
of the jurors was not a bona fide resi- 
dent of this State, and to avoid any 
question, a subsequent Grand Jury 
found new indictments against them, 
increasing the number of counts and 
thereby increasing the penalties that} 
may be _ inflicted.

BRANDEIS NOT -SATISFIED.

Brandeis, who has been more proni- 
nently identified than any one else in 
the warfare, not upon Mellen, he in- 
sists, but upon Mellenism, found it dif- 
ficult to-night to conceal his gratili- 
cation with the resignation of the New 
Haven’s President.

If these policies of monopoly 
and aggrandizement at any cost are to 
be abandoned as the opinion of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission rec- 
ommends, the Directors of both ihe 
New Haven and the Boston & Maine, 
whose faithful servant Mr. Mellen was, 
should promptly resign. The failure 
which led to the Mellen resignadion is 
the Directors’ failure at least as much 
as it is Mr. Mellen’s. They authorized 
or ratified the violations of law by 
which the monopoly has been built up,

** Connolly,” the report said, ‘‘ does not 
come before the committee with even a 
suggestion of a proper motive. He

Yoin with Cleveland Democracy and 
Independence League In Praise 
of His Civic Work. 


John Purroy Mitchel, Collector of the 
Port of New York, entered the race 
yesterday for the Mayoralty nomina- 
tion. To delegations representing the 
Progressives of New York and Bronx 
Counties, the Independence League, and 
the Cleveland Democracy, who called 
upon him at the Custom House, Mr. 
Mitchel said he would accept a nom- 
ination for Mayor, but he added that 
under no circumstances would he take a 
nomination from Tammany Hall. The 
camps of the rival candidates for the 
Mayoralty nomination were greatly in- 
terested in Mr. Mitchel’s statement, 
but one and all declared that he had 
little chance of getting the support of 
the Fusion Committee of 107. | 

Frank L. Polk, who-was prominently 
mentioned for the post which Mr. 
Mitchel now holds, Was the spokesman 
for the delegations. He said-.he repre- 
sented a number of independent Demo- 
crats and Republicans, and after telling 
Mr. Mitchel what a fine public servant 
he had been, he said he had come to 
ask three important Questions. 

“Are you prepared to accept a nom- 
ination for Mayor this year?” he began. 

““Yes,’’ said Mr. Mitchel, without a 
moment’s hesitation.

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SAYS DULFER PAID 
$00 TO PROTECT SON 


Ticket to West Given to Girl 
After Arrest of Captain’s 
Son, Cropsey Asserts. 


POLICE “SYSTEM” AT WORK 





Young Dulfer Remanded on Theft 
Charge in $2,500 Bail—Suspend- 
ed Captain Defends Himself. 





Arthur Dulfer, son of Police Capt. 
John Dulfer of the Richmond Hill Sta- 
tion, was arraigned yesterday before 
Judge Dike in the County Court, Brook- 
lyn, on an indictment charging him with 
grand larceny and robbery in the second 
degree for stealing a purse containing 
$50 from Agnes Anderson, a servant 
girl, in Prospect Park on June 26. He 
pleaded not guilty and Judge Dike re- 
manded him in $2,500 bail for trial on 
Monday. 

Mr. Cropsey is now pushing an inves- 
tigation into new developments that be- 
came known yesterday relating to the 
departure of the servant girl for the 
West the day after the police captain's 
son was arrested. 

Mr. Cropsey said he had proof that 
Capt. Dulfer advanced the $50 which 
Miss Anderson used in going to her 
brother’s home in Davenport, Iowa. Foi- 
lowing her return to this city on Sat- 
urday to press her complaint against 
Dulfer, she said she received this money 
from Lockwood Barr, at whose home, 
56 Hawthorne Street, Flatbush, she was 
employed until the morning of June 26. 
At that time Mr. Barr himself said he 
advanced this money to the girl. 

Mr. Cropsey learned from Mr. Barr 
himself that on June 26, following the 
arrest of young Dulfer, Capt. Dulfer 
called at his house and in the presence 
of both Barr and Mrs. Barr paid over 
the money. Mr. Barr now admits that 
on the following day he handed a rail- 
road ticket for the West to-the girl 
and the balance of the $50, amounting 
to $26.50, which remained after the 
ticket was brought. Then he and Mrs. 
Barr accompanied the girl to the rail- 
road station to see her off on her 
journey. 

Intimating that he was convinced that 
the police *‘ system ’”’ 
the case of Dulfer, the District Attor- 
ney said: 

“Mr. and Mrs. Barr told their story 
to the Grahd Jury and the facts were 
known at Headquarters very soon after. 
Deputy Police Commissioner _Newbur- 
ger had the facts as soon as I did my- 
self. How he got them will be a mat- 
ter for an investigation. Perhaps some- 
body in the Department knew that Capt. 
Dulfer paid the money before I knew it. 
Mr. Barr went over to headquarters, 
told the story there, and Capt. Dulfer 
was. suspended.”’ 

Capt. Dutfer satd yesterday that he 
did not know why he was suspended. 

“TI may have been overzealous in my 
son’s behalf,’’ he said. “I tried hard 
to keep him out of the penitentiary. 1 
did nothing that was not l¢gal. hy 
wouldn’t I help him? Isn’t he my son? 
Does my being a Police Captain alter 
that fact?

Charles B. Plitt, ‘Jr., tipster, press 
|agent, stool pigeon, and former con- 
fidential adviser of ex-Lieut. Charles 
Becker, who is awaiting death in Sing

| Rosenthal, tired of his cell in the Tombs 
| yesterday and joined the ranks of police 
}informers. Plitt was held in the Tombs 
|i default of $10,000 bail on a charge 
of perjury. He did not enjoy his plight 
and, after trying in vain to sell his 
“story” to newspapers for $500, he 
turned it over to District Attorney 
Whitman for nothing, in the hope that 
the prosecutor would be kind to him. 
District Attorney Whitman took the 
information for what it Was worth and 
immediately began an investigation of 


each charge made by Plitt. 

It was not a surprise to Mr. Whitman 
that the name mentioned before of a 
prominent civillan in Police Headquar- 
ters should appear in Plitt’s confession. 
There were three names in the confes- 
sion, two of men in Headquarters and 
the third of a former member of the 
Strong Arm Squad, of which Lieut. 
Becker was the head. It was a story 
|of graft from start to finish, it was 
said. 
| Most significant of all, probably, is the 
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his client. as yet had made any con- 
ession to Mr. Whitman or Mr. Groehl. 
The conferences, he said, had reference 
to Plitt's complaint that he had been 
“framed up,”’.as he called it, on’ the 
perjury charge. 

After yesterday’s conference with Mr. 
Whitman Plitt did not return to the 
West Side Prison, but was placed in 
Cell 110 on the first tier of the Tombs. 
In talking with a reporter there he con- 
tradicted his lawyer by saying that he 
had never feared any one in the Tombs. 
It was noticed, however, that his cell 
had been changed. Formerly he occu- 
pied a cell on the second tier,.in the 
same row with ex-Police Sergt. Peter J. 
Duffy, 
grafting in Harlem under ex-Inspector 
Dennis Sweeney. 

Additional developments are expected 
from Plitt’s confession to-day, when 
more corroboration will be sought of the 
charges against police officials. It is 
not likely, however, that the investiga- 
tion will go far. It is known, in fact, 
that Mr. Whitman does not give. Plitt’s 
story much weight. 
may be true, the District Attorney real- 
izes the utter fruitlessness of getting suf- 
ficient corroboration to convince a Grand 
Jury. He cannot conceive that a man 
like Becker would ever pass graft money 
in the presence of witnesses.

Collector JouN Purror MITCHEL has 
averted an imminent danger. In re- 
sponse to. the inquiry of the delega- 
tions that waited upon him yesterday 
he declared that in no circumstances 
would he accept a nomination for 
Mayor from Tammany Hall. Mayor 
Gaynok is also in the zone of peril. He 
should lose no time in letting the 
people know that nothing shall drag 
him from the rock of his resolve not 
to accept a nomination from Mr. 
HeEarst’s Independence League. Then 
Jet Mr. WHITMAN make it known that 
the reported movement in his behalf 
at Headquarters and among the Police 
Captains is without his sanction, and 
the circle will be complete. 

When a Mayoralty campaign begins 
{n midsummer it always abounds in 
comedy. There are comic suggestions 
even in the names of the half dozen 
organizations whose representatives 
tendered the nomination to Mr. 
MITCHEL yesterday. What becomes of 
these little groups in the lean and 
hungry years between .campaigns? 
Where do they live, and how? What- 
ever hand feeds them, and whether 
they hibernate in caves or live in the 
tree-tops, they are wandering in dark- 
miess. The greatest service of the 

present municipal Administration to 
“the people of the city is a carrying 
through of the dual subway project. 
Hither Borough President MCANENY 
or Mayor Gaynor, who were actively 
concerned in that achievement, would 
be what is called a logical candidate 
for Mayor. Mr. MiTcuEL fought the 
subway negotiation at every step of 
its progress. He was the chief official 
opponent of the plan.

TURNING OVER A NEW LEAF. 

Two gratifying indications of the 
desire of the management of the New 
Haven Railroad to change its meth- 
ods and improve its standing with the 
public call for comment. The first 
is the announcement this morning of 
the resignation of its President, Mr. 
CHARLES S. MELLEN, who, rightly or 
wrongly, has had to stand much of 
the blame for the recent misman- 
agement of the road. Mr MELLEN 
has been President ten years, and in 
the service continuously 
since 1869, all of that time, except- 
ing the seven years of his Presi- 
dency of the Northern Pacific, in 
New England.. His experience has 
certainly been ample, his reputation 
as @ practical railroad man was of 
the best when he took charge of the 
New Haven’s affairs. But ill-luck, 
wrong-headed obstinacy, mistaken 
judgment, or some other misfortune 
or defect,has made much of Mr. MEL- 
LEN’S term of office unsatisfactory 
to the vast army of travelers on the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, and doubtless equally so, 
in the long run, to himself. 

The second indication of the New 
Haven’s desire to turn over a new 
leaf is the official announcement that 
men with no more experience in en- 
gine driving than DovGHuErRtTy had, 
whose lack of judgment occasioned 
the Stamford wreck, will henceforth 
be excluded from cabs of passenger 
engines. The .company resumes its 
rule, operative until the Committee 
of Engineers protested against it 
last December, that two years’ 
road experience shall be the mini- 
mum qualification for operating 
through trains. Moreover, every en- 
gineer assigned to passenger trains 
must have his qualifications of service 
and competency well attested if he is 
to run his engine unaccompanied by 
the Road Foreman of Engines, or by 
another man certified as to his com- 
petency. Had these necessary re- 
quirements been in force on the day 
of the Stamford wreck it would not 
have occurred. 

This is primarily the public’s busi- 
ness. Hitherto a question of safety on 
railroads has been made the private 
business of the company and its em- 
ployés, @ question juggled with in 
disputes over wages and assignments 
to duty. In fact, during the recent 
labor controversy on the Boston & 
Maine the threat was openly made by 
the train operators that, unless their 
demands were acceded to, the work of 
the road would have to be carried on 
by less skilled and less competent men 
and passengers must take their 
chances. The present check placed 
on the New Haven Road’s engineers 
is evidence of a new spirit, a spirit 
that asserts the demand of the public 
for protection.

ARBITRATION IN THE PUBLIC 
INTEREST. 

The railway men who are thinking 
of striking profess to be taken by 
surprise by the railways’ suggestion 
that the arbitration under discussion 
should include both sides of the ac- 
count between them. That is the 
usual course when there is an objec- 
tion to an account stated. Wherever 
there is a balance struck the re-ex- 
amination of any item on one side re- 
quires an examination of all the items 
on the other side, to learn where the 
error is, as well as to decide whether 
there is error. Specifically, when 
there are industrial arbitrations the 
cases are put on both sides, and not 
on one side alone. That the railway 
men should be taken by: surprise only 
shows how much they have .been 
favored over so long a time that they 
have come to think that there could 
be no reply to any of their demands 
beyond a slight cutting down of fig- 
ures put high for the purpose of leav- 
ing a margin after reduction. That 
the railways are making a firm stand 
is proof both of the urgency of their 
situation and of the fact that the tide 
is turning. 

The turn is equally in the interest of 
lthe public and of the railways. It 
even may be said that the turn is not 
contrary to the true interest of the 
railway employés. The true interest of 
the three parties to the controversy is 
that every dollar spent shall produce 
a dollar’s worth of transportation. It 
is not in the true interest of either 
the men, their employers, or the cus- 
tomers of the railways shat there 
should be waste in the industry. That 
there is great and even ma.icious 
waste is the plea of the railways. The 
Pennsylvania Company alone in only 
three States has been compelled by 
law to pay wages equal to 5 per cent. 
upon $24,000,000 of capital at a time 
when capital is scarce, Including Fed- 
| eral legislation, Pennsylvania’s ex- 
have been increased by $10,- 
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through without’ knowing or caring 
what the results would be, so long as 
labor got the money. If labor now 
would repeal such laws there would 
be so much the more to distribute on 
any rightful industrial claim. But 
labor cannot both legislate. and arbi- 
trate withoyt ‘any limit. The time 
has come to stop and think. 

“There is no mistaking the deter- 
mination. of the railways. It was 
equally clear at the time of the engi- 
neers’ strike. The railways were over- 
ruled then by the force of public opin- 
fon rallying behind a phrase. The de- 
mand to arbitrate “under the law” 
was too strong to be resisted. The 
demand to arbitrate under a law 
amended to fit this specific case is 
still stronger, and this time the force 
of the demand is felt by the men, 
Not only is the law made to their or- 
der, to secure an arbitration which 
shall arbitrate, but the controversy 
{s to be framed so that there shall be 
no shirking by either of the two serv- 
ants of the public. The railways’ de- 
mand that full wages and full service 
shall go together is too fair and com- 
pelling to be withstood. If the men 
prefer to strike they prefer defeat, for 
suecess on that issue is impossible. 
In the words of the President of the 
Erie, the most determined of the rail- 
ways, “It is well understood that the 
“ public has an even greater concern 
“and interest in a strike than either 
“the men or the company. In case of 
“a strike, whichever side the public is 
“on will win.”

BANKING BILL AMENDMENTS. 
The changes which have been made 

by the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee of ‘the House in the para- 
graphs of the Banking bill dealing 
with the treatment of the Govern- 
ment’s outstanding.2 per cent. bonds 
dispose of several important points of 
criticism directed against the bill in 
its original form. A definite maturity 
has been given to thé consols of 1980 
and provision made for their retire- 
ment at par and interest; the princi- 
ple of a sinking fund to be created out 
of the Government’s revenue from the 
new banking system has been adopt- 
ed, and the circulation privilege, 
which was to have been taken away 
from the 2 per cents., has been fully 
restored. It is still as much a ques- 
tion as ever whether the proposed 
new 3 per cent. bonds, without the 
circulation privilege, can be expected 
to be worth par, but, inasmuch as the

culation privilege is a less: important 
one so far as it affects the bonds 
pledged as security for national bank 
notes. 

But the proposed text makes no 
provision for the permissive exchange 
into 8s of the 2 per cent. bonds other 
than those now plédged or which may 
become pledged as security for circu- 
lation. These include the 2 per cent. 
bonds deposited as security for United 
States deposits, those held as free as- 
sets of the national banks, and those 
owned outside of the national banks. 
These amount, all told, to $44,857,- 
580. Inasmuch as all the Federal de- 
posits are to be withdrawn from the 
national banks, to be turned over to 
the proposed Federal Reserve banks, 
it seems important that some method 
be devised to care for the bonds other 
than those used for circulation pur- 
poses. It is true that the bill would 
leave all of those bonds available for 
additional circulation, but that alone 
might not be sufficient to prevent a 
severe decline, inasmuch as the proc- 
ess of taking out additional circula- 
tion would probably move too slowly 
to’ absorb so large an amount of 
bonds suddenly released to the mar- 
ket. The matter would be helped by 
permitting the immediate exchange 
of these bonds into 3 per cents, but 
as the bill now stands the only ave- 
nue for exchange into 3 per cents is 
through the circulation account of 
the national banks. 

The question of the probable mar- 
ket value of bonds without the circu- 
lation privilege assumes a new aspect 
in the light of the proposed establish- 
ment of a fund with which to provide 
for payment of the debt. The Gov- 
ernment’s share in the earnings of the 
Federal Reserve banks is problemat- 
ical, but its revenues from the taxes of 
existing circulation are susceptible of 
reasonable estimate, for no substan- 
tial reduction in existing circulation, 
except as reduced under the pro- 
visions of the Currency bill, would be 
likely, except, of course, in the event 
of the retirement of many banks from 
the national system. In that matter, 
if the Currency bill is made what it 
ought to be, no national bank will 
have cause for withdrawing. If not 
only the Government’s share of the 
earnings in the new banks, but the 
taxes on circulation, were devoted to 
the bond redemption fund, a further 
and substantial step would be taken 
in the creation of a satisfactory sink- 
ing fund. It might be further ins 
creased from other sources. 

The evident sincerity of the effort 
which has been made to meet legit- 
imate criticisms against the orig- 
inal proposals in respect to the re- 
funding of the 2 per cent. bonds re- 
flects a most commendable attitude 
on the part of Chairman Guass\ and 
his fellow-members of the House Cur- 
rency Committee. The committee 
need go only a little further in the 
direction in which it has lately been 
working to put this section of the 
Currency. bill in a form which, will ve 
free from grave. criticism. We hope 
that the same spirit will be shown 
in--handling: the». other important 


If such a spirit {is shown 
throughout, there is no reason to 
doubt that the final result will be 
a scheme thoroughly workable and as 
uniformly satisfactory as any plan 
can be which touches so many in- 
terests, some of which, superfi- 
cially at least, are conflicting. 


THE POET LAUREATE. 

Mr. RoBerT Brivces, the elderly poet 
and scholar, whose name has probably 
never been spoken by thousands of 
English people who know KIPLING, 
Noyes, and Watson, has been chosen 
by Premier AsquirTn to fill the post of 
Poet Laureate, left vacant by the death 
of ALFBED Austin, Mr. BripGEs has 
written fine and thoughtful verse, 
which has charmed good critics, and 
for many years his privately pub- 
lished poetry has been/tolerably well 


known to persons who are broadly fa-' 


miliar with current literature. As- 
suredly, he is a finer poet, with a 
higher and clearer conception of the 
poet’s art, than the late Mr. Austin, 
but he has thus far delivered no mes- 
sage to his age, and it is doubtful if 
he has such a message to deliver. 
He entertains interesting theories of 
prosody, and he has written verse, in 
the seclusion of his Oxford home, to 
express his own leisurely and fre- 
quently exalted moods. He ts 69 years 
old, and nobody will expect him to 
sound a trumpet note of warning, or 
sing a song of praise which will touch 
the British heart. 

Obviously, the British Government 
does not want a Poet Laureate who 
can do these things, and {t does not 
intend to revive the importance which 
the Laureate’s patent had in Tenny- 
Son’s day. Neither can the appoint- 
ment be regarded, in spite of Mr. 
BRIDGEs’s good gifts, as a recognition 
of merit. There are a dozen English 
poets living who are superiors of 
BRIDGES in style, in emotional force, 
in comprehension of their era and 
sympathy with modern spirit. The 
wonder, in the circumstances, is that 
any appointment should’ have been 
made. Both TENNYSON and AUSTIN 
kept alive the tradition that the Lau- 
reate is in the service of the Crown; 
and while WorpsworTu neglected the 
few duties of the office, his tenure 
was very short. 

The appointment releves the Gov- 
ernment from the annoyance of listen- 
ing to suggestions, and, so far as the 
multitude is concerned, places the 
patent in the hands of a rather ob- 
scure gentleman, who is not even as 
well known as ALFRED AUSTIN was. 
NoYes, KIPLING, Watson, and others 
who have been passed over are just 
as good poets as ever they were, and 
what they write will be as eagerly 
read; while the title of Poet Laureate 
will not add an inch to the poetical 
stature of Mr. Bripces. It is not con- 
ceivable that so wise and able a man 
as he can regard the honor as a. public 
recognition of anything he has done, 
or as anything else than a makeshift 
to relieve the Ministry of the un- 
pleasant task of choosing between 
popular candidates with hosts of 
admirers.

THE DUTY ON ART. 

Mr. HowaRD RussELL BUTLER, Vice 
President of the National Academy 
Association, declared, in a communi- 
cation printed on this page yester- 
day, that the proposed 26 per cent. 
duty on all works of art less than 
fifty years old “ would be a long step 
“in a wrong direction—tending to 
“restrict the growth of domestic art.” 
This is expert testimony worthy of the 
attention of Congress, and Mr. BuTLER 
is convinced that a representative as- 
sembly of our best artists, which could 
not possibly be secured, however, in 
midsummer, would protest by an over- 
whelming majority against the pro- 
posed duty. 

Mr. BuTLER, and many other Amer- 
ican artists, demand the removal of 
the import tax on art. Why should 
any one else favor it? Congress is 
engaged now in framing a law de- 
signed to remove unjust taxation, 
check privilege, and fres American 
commerce and enterprise from need- 
less burdens. Only the artists, accord- 
ing to the old idea of protection, could 
profit by a tariff on foreign art, but 
while all the enlightened artists are 
demanding the removal of that tariff, 
on the ground that a free circulation 
of sound art will be most useful to 
artistic development here, Congress is 
preparing to increase it. The idea 
that controls some of our legislators 
is that art is a luxury which should 
be taxed. Yet that view of art is not 
entertained nowadays in any State of 
the Union except by the most ignor- 
ant and least impressionable and pro- 
gressive of the citizens. We spoke 
the other day of the enormous demand 
for good music in the Far Western 
States. With musical education an 
appreciation of the fine arts has also 
developed. As Mr. BuTLER says, the 
barriers to artistic progress should 


be removed, not strengthened.

Of course, that plan has its advan- 
tages, undeniable anywhere, but it also 
has the serious demerit of making all 
except the fortunate first-comers wait 
impatiently for an opportunity to ride 
that is often long in coming, and such 
a demand for the abrogation of the old 
rule has developed in the great city 
that its County Council has been moved 
to take steps for its—mitigation.

Such a theft as that 
of a pearl necklace 
worth $625,000, taken, 
according to announce- 
ment, while in trans- 
fer by mail from Paris to London, seems 
a happening more congruous with ro- 
mance than with real life, so called, and 
instantly sets everybody to wondering 
if imagination has not had something 
to do with the tale as told. 

At first thought there is strangeness 
in intrusting to the post a parcel so 
enormously valuable, for we have all 
been taught not to trust the mails too 
much or to tempt its employés too se- 
verely. On reflection,. however, one ob- 
serves that his belief in the attainment 
of greater safety by means of a trusted 
messenger has been derived from the 
reading of novels, for which that device 
is the better because of its larger posst- 
bilities in the way of adventure. It is 
plain, also, that when the owner of 
precious wares can have their delivery 
by mail insured close up to their full 
worth, as the owner of this necklace 
did, his anxieties and chances of loss 
are less than if he sent an agent of his 
own, no matter how trustworthy—less, 
for that matter, than if he went himself. 

Interest in the present case would be 
greater, of course, if connected with it 
were such illustrious names as have 
been associated by history—and still 
more by DuMas—with the disappearance 
of another ornament of the same sort. 
But so huge is the amount involved, and 
so mysterious. the evanishment, that the 
room for wild surmises is sufficiently 
spacious to meet all tastes, and doubt- 
less the amateur and profesional manu- 
facturers of hypotheses, each more cred- 
ible and convincing than the other, will 
be busy until the truth comes out. 

That it will come out, and soon, is 
almost certain, for all the detective 
talent of the civilized world will be 
directed toward the discovery of the 
thieves and the recovery of the prop- 
erty. And, almost certainly, both ends 
will be achieved, for such pearls as 
these are said to be cannot be sold to- 
gether, and only with the greatest dan- 
ger and difficulty if separated. In all 
probability, the plot, on disclosure, will 
be found an absurdly simple one, for 
criminal minds are incapable of dealing 
with complexities, and in but the rarest 
Instances fail to leave clues that make 
discovery sure. Hence the fame of de- 
tectives, who are intellectual giants and 
miracles of shrewdness far oftener in 
fiction than in the flesh.

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CREDIT TO PRENDERGAST. 


Controller’s Predecessor Reviews 
“Current Estimate of His Deserving. 


1'o the Editor of The New York Times? 

Permit me to thank you for your edi- 
torial headed ‘‘ Controller Prendergast ”’ 
in to-day’s issue of your paper, and 
commenting upon Mr. R. Fulton Cut- 
ting’s letter regarding the Controller’s 
office. Mr. Hapgood, apparently, is as 
competent, through lack of knowledge of 
facts, as most of the leaders of fusion or 
reform movements in general who are 
dependent upon others for information, 
and receive only that which answers 
their purpose and unknowingly or pur- 
posely omit everything else. People that 
know are not misled by the effusions 
of the secretaries of this or that body of 
self-constituted saviors of the public con- 
science. 

Mr. Prendergast certainly has done 
some good things, chief of which is the 
continuing of those reforms which I 
started but had not time to complete 
during my administration. 

A few other things which, however, 
the present Administration is given 
credit for were also started by me, 
among them a report of a committee ap- 
pointed upon my recommendation to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
establishing standard grades and sal- 
aries for various departments of the 
City Government. This report was 
passed by the Board of Estimate, but 
held up by the Board of Aldermen, be- 
cause its adoption would relieve the 
latter board of the duty of fixing the 
amount of salaries, thus depriving it of 
a certain amount of power, which at 
times came in very handy. 

Furthermore, a committee consisting 
of the Mayor, the Controller, and the 
President of the Board of Aldermen 
took up the question of standardizing 
supplies, and a bureau was in operation 
under William M. Hoge, under whom 
this work had progressed to some extent 
until he was discharged as ‘‘ incompe- 
tent ’’ by the present Controller, and the 
entire proposition started all over again, 
as though it had been a new idea, just 
conceived by the Controller. 
was so ‘‘incompetent,’’ in my opinion, 
that upon his dismissal, after four years 
service in the Finance Department un- 
der me, I took him in my private con- 
cerns and kept him until he died of a 
broken heart some months ago, never 
having recovered entirely from the hu- 
miliation which he felt after his dis- 
imissal as ‘‘ incompetent.’’ 

The other matter that Mr. Prendergast 
is given credit for—that is, the revising 
of the accounts of some of the charitable 
institutions—I have no desire to take 
from him, nor has anybody else. He can 
have all the credit attached to his action 
in that matter, but whether the city is 
receiving any more from these institu- 
tions or is paying any less than was 
paid before the crusade against them, 
and what practical advantage has ac- 
crued to the city and the taxpayers 
lthrough the slurring of the institutions 


and their management no one has been | 


able to discover, and so far the Control- 
ler has not explained.

TAFT FOR DISTRICT BENCH. 


Suggested That He Should Succeed 
Justice Noyes. 


‘9 the Editor of The New York Times: 

When some weeks ago the resignation 
of Judge Noyes from the Federal District 
Court bench was announced it occurred 
to me that here was afforded an oppor- 
tunity to answer the frequent question, 
‘““What shall we do with our ex-Presi- 
dents?’’ but I refrained from expressing 
the thought in the hope that some news- 
paper would take the matter up of its 
own volition. 

Prof. Taft served years ago as a Dis- 
trict Judge, and as such handed down 


decisions of a far-reaching character, as | 


was ultimately demonstrated when the 
Supreme Court had occasion to construe 
the Sherman act. During the period of 
his Justiceship there was a District 
Court and a Circuit Court, as well as the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. Now the lines 
between the two courts of first instance 
have been wiped out, and every Federal 
Judge below the Supreme Court bears 
the same title, ‘‘ District Judge,’’ some 
of them being designated to serve in the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. Judge Noyes, 
appointed to the Second Circuit from 
Connecticut, frequently sat in our Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. 

As the latter court, if not the District 
Court itself, is the stepping stone to the 
United States Supreme Court, it would 
not be said that to-day it would be 
infra dig for a former President to serve 
the public in his own chosen line, and it 
may well be that in course of time the 
former President, now Professor of Law 
at Yale, will naturally succeed to the ex- 
alted post which in the popular mind 
has been assumed to be his original and 
most cherished ambition, and for which, 
j by experience, training, and tempera- 

ment, he has shown himself to be ad- 

mirably fitted. There is no better way 

of eliciting public opinion upon this sub.

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TO TAKE COURT HOUSE SITE. 


Supreme Court Expected to Confirm 
Condemnation Proceedings. 


The city is expected to take title to 
the Court House site on July 28 on the 
confirmation of the award of the Con- 
demnation Commissioners by the Su- 
preme Court. The amount to be paid 
for it will be some $6,200,000, which 
must be provided within sixty days 
of the court’s award. The site thus con- 
demned is bounded on the north by 
Leonard Street, on the east by Baxter 
Street, on the west by Lafayette Street, 
and on the south by the large open 
space to the immediate north of the 
Municipal Building. 

At a meeting held yesterday in Bor- 
ough President McAneny’s office, which 
Controller Prendergast, Justice Seabury, 
E. Clifford Potter, and E. M. Grout of 
the Court House Board attended, it was 
decided not to press the proposal for a 
civic centre at present. . MeAneny 
said that it would be brought up again 
in September, probably. 

No decision has been made as to the 
plans for the Court House. The Court 
House Board met yesterday afternoon 
at its offices at 115 Broadway, and L. 
Laflin Kellogg, its Secretary, explained 
afterward that the Supreme Court Jus- 
tices had not agreed as to the size and 
number of the rooms to be provided 
in it. 

Mr. McAneny has said the cost must 
not exceed $10,000,000 for foundations 
as well as structure. Asked whether 
any modifications would affect the 
adoption of the circular plan of Mr. 
Lowell, Mr. Kellogg said: 

“There has been no change in the 
action of the board on the plan as yet. 
There is a possibility that some agree- 
ment may be reached.”

Pensloning of Mothers Needed Here 
as In France. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times:

There 18 
no general ‘and effective registration of 
births in this country, and as a consequence 
we are kept in the dark as to the declining 
birth rate in the United States.

One of them is the question 
of rent, that stands in close relation to the 
vital question of depopulation. In certain 
flats populated by workingmen rent will be 
free for a quarter with each birth. 

In Hungary and other countries the ‘“‘ one- 
child ’’ system prevails even among the 
peasantry. We all know that social condi- 
tlons are to be blamed for all this.

‘*Commuter’s’’ evergreen trees can be set 
in August or early September, if from a 
near-by nursery, at a mortality of about three 
{n five for spruces and two in five for small 
white pines. I cannot speak for junipers. 

The best time, if he has patience to wait, 
fs next February, with the ground hard 
frozen. The trees should be dug with the 
pick at the time of shipment, not kept in 
storage from Fall. They can be sent by 
wagon or by freight with the frozen balls of 
earth on their roots, and must be planted 
at once when received. The thing sounds 
expensive, but it is easily done by rough 
labor and does mot need a gardener any 
more than a sewer excavation or a cellar 
hole does.

HITS ENGLISH CANAL POLICY 


And Lauds German Preparedness fn 
Letter Sent to Congressmen with 
Account of Tripolitan War, 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Striking 
comments on international relations an@ 
the importance of sea power are made 
by Commodore William H. Beehler, T& 
S. N., retired, in a letter which he has 
sent to members of Congress with a his- 
tory he has just written on the naval 
aspects of the war between Italy and 
Turkey. 

Commodore Beehler, 
resident of Annapolis, was formerly ate 
tached to the office of Naval Intelll- 
gence, and served some time as Naval 
Attaché of the Embassies in Berlin. 
Rome, and Vienna. His account of the 
war between Italy and Turkey, com- 
piled from foreign sources, was primari- 
ly intended for the information of offi- 
cers of the navy. but has now been 
printed by him in a limited edition. 

In the letter he sent out with each 
copy he discusses the relations of Ger- 


many and England, and of the United 
States, England, and Japan with a frank- 
ness that is almost startling for a re- 
tired officer of the navy, and is likely to 
attract wide ‘attention, both here and 
abroad. The letter is as follows. 

“Italy’s surplus population and pro- 
gressive development required her to 
take coveted Tripolitania as diplomat- 
ically conceded to Italy by European 
powers. There was no cause for war 
—but Italians were stronger by sea tham 
the Turks, who, weakened by this war, 
were then expelled by the Balkan allies. 
During the war the Turks deposed their 
Young Turk Government because that 
political party had neglected to provide 
an adequate navy during peace before 
the war. 

“In contrast, last year England coneen- 
trated her fleet in the North Sea and 
threatened war with Germany, to sup- 
press her commercial competition, but 
found her better prepared to invade 
England than was Italy to invade 
Tripoli. England refrained from war. 

“England owns the Suez Canal and hag 
now Kindly reduced Suez Canal tolls to 
compete with Panama. She dictates our 
canal policy and protests against our 
coastwise commerce exemption. Falsely 
so-called peace delegates at St. Louig 
urged that we lead in disarmament, but 
when we disarin she will compel ug to 
| throu British and American commerce

Japgnese Invasion Easy, He Says. 

“The Japanese in 1913 are better pree 
pared to invade our Pacific Coast than 
was Italy to invade Tripoli. Oceans no 
longer protect us from over-sea inva= 
sion, but facilitate it. Transportation 
of troops in modern ships is recreation 
for soldiers, who arrive at landing re- 
freshed and well-armed, to be oppose 
by exhausted defenders, hastily sum- 
moned from distant points to operate 
under every disadvantage. 

“The Japanese can easily take the 
Philippines. They can transport 20,000 
veterans to our Pacific shores as easily 
as We send troops to the Philippines. 
Our small navy now in the Pacific 
would be eluded or held in check, and 
our difficulty in getting 110,000 United 
States troops on the Mexican border 
last year shows that we are not pre- 
pared. The Arabians, though well armed 
and inspired by religious fanaticism to 
expel infidel invaders, could net resist 
Italian naval bombardments. The Jap- 
anese know these facts. 

“They protest against California alien 
land laws, but are silent about the more 
rigid exclusion from Australia, because 
the British navy is adequate. They 
may aitempt invasion of California to 
conquer our race prejudices, for which 
they would exact a huge war indemnit 
that we would pay, and although, suf- 
fering that humiliation, we would finally 
expel the invaders, it would be at a 
cost a thousand times more than neces- 
Sary to provide an adequate navy to 
make this impossible. 

“The history of the world in all ages 
shows that the weak are a prey to the 
strong man armed, as was Turkey, and 
as China has been. Treaties are not re- 
spected unless backed by adequate force. 
They are sacred only in theory and are 
annulled when desired by either party, 
as we abrogated our treaty with Russia 
without Russian consent. 


Germany Ready, Hence Has Peace. 


“Germany deems it wiser to be pre- 


pared. She is the only nation that has 
had no war since 1871, because she was 
ready. The construction of armaments 
and war materials has not been ruinous 
for Germany, but has enriched her. Her 
compulsory military and naval services 
are schools that have educated the peo- 
ple to lead in modern industrial progress 
—hblessings, indeed, so that Germans 
prosper at home and no longer emigrate. 

“We must heed the infallible teaching 
of our Saviour, who created all creatures 
with means of attack and defense, All 
life is constant war! We kill to eat; 
why should we pull out our teeth? 

‘Men and nations of men cannot exist 
without police protection and armed 
forces. When unselfish love prevails 
universally and the peace of God rules 
the hearts of all people and creatur 
we may abolish the police, armies, an 
navies, but not before.”

Brazilian’s Good-Bye and Mecsages 
from Wilson and Bryan.

Muller, the*Brazilian Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, upon departing for home, 
sent this message to Secretary Bryan: 

I could not personally address each of 
the distinguished members of the Cabinet, 
of the Congress, of the Supreme Court, and 
of the civil and military authorities who 
so delightfully received the representative 
of Brazil. I therefore beg you to have the

Made, He Says, in Return for 
i Her Promise to Obtain 
Divorce. 








BOTH HAVE REMARRIED 





Reported Filing of Judgment for 
$35,000 Causes Schley to 
- Seek a Court Decision. 





James Montfort Schley, Jr., who now 
lives at East Hampton, L. L., in the 
enjoyment, it is said, of an annual in- 
come of $70,000 from a trust fund left 
by his mother, will appear before the 
courts again’ shortly, this time as plain- 
tiff in an action against his first wife. 
She divorced him at San Antonio, Texas, 
on Oct. 14, 1911. Schley’s suit is-due to 
her efforts to obtain moneys which she 
Says he promised to pay her under an 
agreement executed on Sept. 1, 1911. 
Schley’s suit attacks this agreement. 

The trust fund from which Schley de- 
rives his income is in the control of 
George F. Canfield, an attorney, and 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company. 
Schley is endeavoring to restrain his 
former wife and her attorneys from fur- 
ther efforts to obtain money from him. 
The case will be called on July 28 in 
Part I. of the Supreme Court. Schley’s 
contention, made through his counsel, 
Herman Joseph of 115 Broadway, is 
that the alleged agreement was made 
in return for the then Mrs. Schliey’s 
promise to divorce him, and that there- 
fore it was invalid and a violation of 
the real property law of the State of 
New York. Since the divorce both 
Schley and his former wife have re- 
married, , 

Schley, a nephew of the late Admiral 
and the son of Dr. James M. Schley, 
Was married on Sept. 26, 1901, in this 
city to miss Mona Cliff. They lived to- 
gether in this country and Europe until 
August, 1909, when, so Schley alleges in 
the ‘papers in the present action, his 
wife abandoned him. He learned later, 
he says, that she had gone to San An- 
tonio, in the County of Bexar, Texas. 
Early in 1911 she started an action for 
divorce against him there. Schley paid 
no attention to the suit at the time. On 
March 1, 1911, his mother died and left 
an estate, appraised at nearly $1,750,000, 
to her husband and children. 

The next development came in June, 
1911, when Mrs. Schley, after tempora- 
rily dropping the Texas divorce action, 
brought an action for separation and 
alimony. The result was that on Sept. 
1, 1911, Mr. Schley signed what is re- 
ferred to in his present action as ‘* the 
alleged agreement.” By its terms he 
confessed judgment for $35,009, agreed 
to pay $200 monthly after the divorce, 
assume debts of $2,100 contracted by his 


wife, and turn over to her and continue | 


payments on a life insurance policy of 
$20,000. Mrs. Schley No. 1 then re- 
opened her suit for divorce in San An- 
tonio, and the decree was granted on 


Qct. 14, 1911. : 
Schley next came to public notice 

when he went to’ New Haven and was 

married at 3 A. M. on Nov. 3, 1911, to 


Mrs. Bertha M. Sedgwick of 19 East 
Forty-fifth Street. They attended the 
theatre in this city on the night of Nov. 
2, and took the midnight train. A Jus- 
tice of the Peace was aroused from 
sleep in New Haven to perform the 
wedding ceremony. A, 

Schley in his present action says 
that he learned some time after the 
event took place, that on Dee. 6, 1911, 
his first wife was married to Barclay 
Andrews, a wealthy young man, living 
in Texas. He decided to stop the pay- 
ments which he had been making under

CITY DEBT $1,123,000,000. 


$55,000,000 Increase Annually for 
Last Five Years. 


A warning as to the financial position 
of the city is issued to-day by the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research in one of 
its series of ‘‘No Matter Who Is Elect- 
ed’ bulletins. At present, it is pointed 
out, the gross funded debt of the city 
is $1,123,000,000, and New York has to 
face the fact that no matter who com- 
pose its next administration this debt 
must increase. From 19808 to 1913 the 
average annual increase of debt has 
been $55,000,000, and this is likely to 
be kept up on account of outstanding 
contracts for subWays, water improve- 
ments, schools. and other projects, to 
say nothing of certain mandatory in- 
creases for education and other pur- 
poses required by the Legislature. 

With tne debt increase, there follows 
naturally an increase in the amount to 
be paid for interest and sinking fund 
charges. According to the calculations 
of the Bureau of Municipal Research, 
even if not a single dollar of additional 
debt were incurred by the next Admin- 
istration, it would find in its.four years 
that it must pay at least $21,600,000 
more than the present Administration 
in debt service. These facts, it is 
urged, should be taken note of by can- 
didates and parties before making 
pledges of budget retrenchment. 

The bureau also contends that the 
next Adiaimstration “must take some 
action to change the method of- debt ad- 
ministration. The. present» system it 
consia.ers most wasteful, , when . the 
amount of interest that must be paid 
before the Gebt is wiped out 1s consid- 
ered. Even if there were no increase 
in the present obligations of the city, 
the interest on them before they were 
liguidatecd would be $1,169,000,000, and 
since the debt is advancing at the rate 
of $55,000,000 a year the city is, in fact, 
paying each vear on the average $500,000 


more in interest charges than it did the 
year before. 

The bureau criticises especially the 
system of applying present sinking fund 
methods to bonds issued for the con- 
struction of short-lived improvements. 
Such improvements cost more in interest 
than they do in principal, and are often 
worn out before the debt incurred for 
them has been paid off. At present 
nearly $100,000,000 of the debt was in- 
curred for such purposes.

Aged Mrs. Parish Testifies She 





Saw Broker’s Wife Beat 
Miss MacArthur.

ARKVILLE, N. Y., July 17.—After 
testimony had been given substantiat- 
ing the charge. Justice of the Peace 
Charles D. Johnson, at Andes to-day, 


held for the Grand Jury Mrs. John C. 


Tatum, wife of a New York cotton 
broker, on the charge of assault in the 


second degree preferred by her sister, 


Miss Kathryn MacArthur. Bail was 
fixed at $2,000, and a bond for that 
amount was signed by Mr. Tatum. The 


Grand Jury will sit at Delhi in October. 


Miss MacArthur charged that on July 
1, at the farmheuse of Robert Parish, 
in Shavertown, Mrs. Tatum kicked and 
beat her’ into insensibility because she 
would not return to the Tatum home 
in Great Neck and be married to Julius 
Peters, son of a New York manufac- 


turer. 


When the hearing was resumed Kath- 
ryn was put back on the stand, and 
went over some of the evidence of the 
week before. Terence McManus, attor- 
ney for Mrs. Tatum, attempted to show 
that the marks on the neck of Miss 


MacArthur were not caused by blows. 


Kathryn showed the marks to the court, 
blushing a deep red as she turned down 


the collar on her comly neck. Attorney 


McManus was not able to make his 


point. 


Miss MacArthur and the attorney then 


had a tilt over a certain letter of Dr. 
Mason’s. The young woman stoutly de- 
nied that she and her mother ever had 


quarreled concerning it. She struck the 


table in her vehemence as she said:

He testi- 
fied that he was a brother of Dr. Mason, 
and that his brother was not a married 
man, and has no children. He said he 
thought his brother to be in the Adiron- 
dacks, 


Dr. McFarland of Jamaica testified 


that the wounds on Miss MacArthur’s 
neck and breast were caused by external 
violence. 


Mrs. Helen Parish of Shaverton, an 
aged woman, who was present at the 
time, substantiated the story of the 
assault as told by Miss MacArthur it 
the previous hearing. Mrs. Parish tes- 
tified that she saw Mrs. Tatum grao 
her sister by the hair with one hand 
and beat her with the other hand, and 
that she heard Kathryn say: ‘Oh, are 
you going to kill me?’’ The witness 
testified that Mr. Tatum drove his wife 
out of the bedroom after separating her 
from. her. sister. It proved impossible 
to shake the aged woman's testimony 
and the courtroom rang with cheers 
for her, so that the Justice was con- 
pelled to ask Sheriff Farrell to preserve 


order. 


Jessie Miner, a servant in the Parish 
household, testified that she was not in 
the house at the time, but heard Kath- 


ryn’s screams. 


Both sides then closed, and Attorney 
McManus said to the court that the 
affair was only a family hair-pulling 
match and that little squabbles of that 
character would happen in the best 
families. Attorney Stewart, for Miss 
MacArthur, said that he would let his

STATEN ISLAND TRANSFERS. 


Settlement with City Reported, but 
Railroad Attorney Denies It. 


The arrangement between the New 
York Railways Company and the city 
for the exchange of free transfers be- 
tween the Staten Island ferries and the 
street cars at South Ferry was dis- 
cussed yesterday in the Mayor's office 
by the special transit committee of the 
Board of Estimate, consisting of Bor- 
ough Presidents McAneny, Miller and 
Cromwell, and Dock Commissioner 
Smith, for the city, and Frank Hedley, 
General Manager, and James L. Quack- 
enbush, counsel, for the New York 
Railways Company. The _ representa- 
tives of the company insisted that they 
could only assent to the free transfer 
plan if they received three cents on 
every transfer issued. 

After the regular conference was over, 
the Mayor directed Commissioner Smith 
to meet the representatives of the com- 
pany outside his office and see if they 
would not make a better offer. Accord- 
ing to a statement given out later from 
the Mayor’s office, the company then 
offered to divide the fare equally be- 
tween the city. and the company, and 
the probability is that that offer will be 
accepted by the city. 

Mr. Quackenbush, however, gave last 
night a different account of the second 
conference. He said that the New York 
Railways Company from the first to 
the last had maintained that it was im- 
possible for it to consent to carry the 
passengers from the ferry for less than 
3 cents, aS it would cost it more than 
2% cents to do so. As President Shonts 
was absent in Europe, it would be out 
of the question for the officials of the 
company on the spot to modify the offer 
he ‘made to the city.

FOG DELAYS AIR RACE FINISH 


Havens’s Flying Boat Halted 75 
Miles from Detroit Goal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DETROIT, July 17.—Beckwith Havens 
and J. B. R. Verplanck in the only fly- 
ing boat remaining in the 900-mile cruis- 
ing race from Detroit. to Chicago felt 
their way along for 150 miles of fog and 
threatening storm to-day and gave up 
for the night at Port Sanilac, seventy- 
five miles north of this city. According 
to the original schedule, they were due 
in Detroit to-day, but, as Referee Noel 
extended the time two days on account of 
the storms the water fliers have until 


Saturday to arrived here on time. They 
had made up yesterday morning the 
three days lost on account of bad 
weather and confidently expected to 
make this city at the appointed hour, 
but thunderstorms not only kept them 
on the beach yesterday but.se_ thor- 
oughly saturated machine and motor 
with water that it was after noon to-day 
before they left the beach at Bay City. 

At 12:19 o'clock, when they started, 
the skies were heavy, and Lake Huron 
was so thick with fog that the men 
could not see more than half a mile.

‘GRAND CENTRAL PETE’ DEAD 


Noted Confidence Man Expired at 
Bellevue Hospital. 


Peter Lake, or ‘‘ Grand Central Pete,” 
as the police knew him, is dead. He was 
noted chiefly for his skill as a green 
goods operator. The police first became 
acquainted with him in 1870, and in the 
following years he was in trouble many 
times. Latterly he had dropped out of 
the public eye. One of his latest swin- 
dles was committed in December, 1907, 
when he robbed James Meehan, a re- 
tired merchant. He obtained $15 as a 


loan on a watch which he said was 
worth $150, and which was later found 
to be loaded with putty. Lake won his 
nickname by his operations about the 
New York Central Station where he 
welcomed visitors from the rural dis- 
tricts. Some of his history was told in 
a book written by Detective William J. 
Burns, 

Since 1907 Lake had been inactive, 
and the police thought that he was 
dead. He became ill on July 13. He 
was then living at 402 West Twenty- 
second Street. An ambulance carried 
him to Bellevue Hospital. None of the 
physicians knew who Peter Lake was, 
and his death on July 14 was unnoticed. 
Hemorrhages of the brain and paralysis 
caused his death. 

Lake's identity became known when 
his wife, Molly, who has been working 


at a hotel in Arverne, came for the 
body.

“|| FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices React Slightly — Good 
Showing by European Banks 
—Time Money Freer. 


Somewhat hesitantly the stock mar- 
ket moved yesterday to a slightly higher 
general level of prices and then slowly 
receded enough to bring about a slight 
net loss for the day. In taking count 
of what had occurred in the market the 
previous day traders thought they dis- 
cerned that a disproportionately large 
influence had been exerted by short cov- 
ering, and there was not very much dis- 
position among them to carry torward 
the advance of the previous day. Not 
much stock was met, but not much was 
needed to suspend for the time being 
the effect of the influences which had 
benefited. the.market on Wednesday. 

The disconcerted comment of the lead- 
ers’ of the Hastern railroad employes 
who are. demanding increased wages on 
the announcement by the railroads that 
they would seek to have their own 
grievances against the men arbitrated 
along with the men’s own demands. for 
higher wages, accompanied as it was by 
a good deal, of strike talk, counteracted 
one of the favorable factors which had 
been presented on Wednesday and con- 
tributed to the reactionary movement 
on the Stock Exchange. Beyond that 
the European markets lost ground under 
a less favorable estimate by European 
traders of the general situation. This 
impairment of the European position, 
however, did not extend to any unfavor- 
able change in the money market. In 
fact, as low or 
than those which, since the beginning of 
this week, have permitted the placing of 
a considerable amount of foreign money 
in this market. It was estimated that 
all told: between $2,000,000 and $3,000,- 
000 hag been obtained this week in the 
London market by New York borrowers, 
Most of this has been taken for ninety 
days at 5% and 5% per cent., but some 
of these loans were made at higher 
rates, and carried the option of a re- 
newal for another three months, making 
in effect six months’ loans. The amount 
which has been obtained abroad would 
not be considered iarge in ordinary 
times, but under the conditions now gov- 
erning the money markets it is thought 
not improbable by some of our bankers 
that this New York borrowing in Lon- 
den may put that market under some 
caution and have the effect of checking 
any further decline in London discount 
rates. 

Rates are not as firm here as they 
were the first two days of the week, and 
some loans for out-of-town banks have 
been made for ninety days on a 5 per 
cent. basis. Yesterday one of the large 
national’ banks canvassed a number of 


Stock Exchange houses with the object 


of placing a considerable. amount. of 
money at the quoted rates for sixty and 
ninety days, but found as a matter of 
fact that the demand was not large. It 
has been the scarcity of money rather 
than any unusual demand which has 
brought about the high rates which have 
prevailed for time loans, but this can 
be said only of the Stock Exchange de- 
mand for money. The commercial de- 
mand has been large. Many commercial 
borrowers, previously accustomed to de- 
pending upon the open market for com- 
mercial paper, have found supplies of 
money in that market very scant, and 
have been compelled in a great many in- 
stances to apply to their own banks for 
This has been 


in the East, with the reSult that many 
banks elsewhere have been borrowing 
funds from the’ banks here. 

As was expected, the European banks 
made a favorable showing yesterday. 
The English, French, and German 
banks all reported increases in their 
gold holdings, and the Bank of Eng- 
land’s percentage of reserve rose to an 
unusually high figure. The strongest 
showing of ail in respect to the gain 
in gold was made by the Imperial 
Bank of Germany, which has been 
strengthening its position in  note- 
worthy fashion. The contrast is par- 
ticularly marked as between the Bank 
of Germany and the Bank of France. 
It is interesting to note in this con- 
while Germany months 
ago adopted the programme of adding 
to its gold reserve and generally of 
conserving its resources against future 
eventualities, the French market has 
extended very considerable credits to the 
belligerent States of Southeastern Eu- 
rope. In turn, Paris has been under the 
necessity of resorting to outright pur- 
chases of gold here in an effort to off- 
Set losses in other directions. Since. the 
beginning of the year we have shipped 
$43,000,000 to Paris, and during this 
period the gold holdings of the Bank of 
France have increased by only $26,000,- 
000. Among the drags upon the general 
financial situation are the dissipation of 
the money which has been loaned for 
war purposes to Turkey and the Balkan 
States and the disturbed commercial 
conditions which have been caused by 
the war. These naturally find reflec- 
tion in the ‘market which has most 
freely made advances to those coun- 
tries, 

Undoubtedly Wall Street would be 
glad to see the present session of Con- 
gress over and to experience a respite 
from legislative discussion in matters of 
prime commercial and financial impor- 
tance. It has all along been taken for 
granted, however, that the special ses- 
sion would be greatly prolonged. In 
some quarters of the financial district 
which are in close touch with Wash- 
ington affairs advices were received 
yesterday that the prospects were that 
Congress would be in session until the 
middle of September. The further in- 
formation was received in these same 
quarters that the House was likely to 
concur in, the changes made by the 
Senate in the Tariff bill, which, as 
reported to that body, fixes rates 
which, on the average, are well below 
those named in the bill as it passed 
the House. These Washington advices 
said of the Currency bill that it was 
practically assured that it would be 
put through the House,- but that it 


was improbable that it would come to 
a vote in the Senate before the ad- 
journment of the present Session,

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TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Spurts of Activity in Stocks. 


There were periods of yesterday's 
stock market which showed a dragging 
tendency. In the first hour of the ses- 
sion Steel took the lead, with a total 
turnover of about 30,000 shares in the 
midst of a fair activity in-all the leading 
issues. The source of accumulation of 
Steel was believed on the board room 
floor to be two or three traders of the 
larger order, and hope spread that spec- 
ulation was in process of revival. Be- 
fore the general run ef traders were able 
to persuade themselves, however, that 
the. stage wags being set for a bullish 
movement, the buying of Steel contract- 
ed suddenly, and the whole list became 
quiet. Thereafter prices were inclined 
to soften easily whenever stocks ap- 
peared in sizable’ blocks, and the tick- 
ers stood still for many minutes at a 
stretch. On the whole, though, the day 
could not be ealled discouraging to 
either commission men or traders. Op- 
portunity was offered for fractional 
profits and the aggregate of transac- 
tions was well in excess of 200,000 
shares.

Oil Shares Fall Sharply. 


Buying was sufficiently erratic to 
make the market a poor one for spe- 
cialties, and those shares which have 
been classed as “newer industrials.” 
Offers of issues of these grades were 
prone to find exceedingly thin spots. 
California and Mexican Petroleum de- 
veloped weakness early in the day, but 
in spite of the lack of demand for them 
except at substantial concessions they 
were pressed for sale until well along 
toward the close of business. in conse- 
quence, California common. lost 5 
points, net, and the preferred 6 points, 
while Mexican common receded 4% 
points. An explanation for the action of 
the oil stocks, which received some 
credence in the fore part of the day, was 
that the sales represented the closing 
out of a large loan. When selling con- 
tinued into the afternoon the Street was 
more inclined to believe that bearish 
operations had quite a little to do 
with it,

Europe Buys Copper in Quantity. 


Europe is reported as a heavy buyer of 
copper this week, orders estimated at 
about 20,000,000 pounds having been 
placed since Monday with the larger 
selling agencies. The metal continues 
firm at 14% cents, except in case of 
numerous small distributors who have 
been getting rid of their supplies at 
prices fractionally under this figure. 
Domestic users of copper are still hold- 
ing aloof from the market, and have 
shown no indication of hurrying to take 
on commitments, for fear that their for- 
eign contemporaries may force the price 
up on them, A feeling has been growing 
stronger in the trade in the past ten 
days that supplies in consumers’ hands 
on this: side are not as greatly depleted 
as has been popularly reported in recent 
weeks.

Late Railway Returns. 


One indication that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has more work 
than it can handle, even without mak- 
ing a physical valuation” of the rail- 
roads of the entire country, or inves- 
tigating the Frisco, is in the amount 
of time Which elapses between the re- 
ceipt by the commission of the final 
reports of the carriers and the appear- 
ance of the commission’s own compre- 
hensive report. For the fiscal period 
ended June 30, 1912, the figures of the 
companies must have been on hand by 
Sept. 1, but the commission’s brief sum- 
mary of the statistics has just been 
issued, nearly thirteen months after the 
closing of the books.

What the Exhibit Shows. 


To what extent investors are inter- 
ested in the pending struggle by the 
carriers for higher rates, and the train- 
men for higher wages may be judged 
from the commission’s findings in the 
matter of capital outstanding and the 
returns thereon. Roads having gross 
revenues in excess of $100,000 per an- 
num havé outstanding. $8,469,560,000 in 
stock and $11,064,190,000 in bonds. Of 
the total stock, 84 per cent. paid no 
dividends im 1912. Shares paying divi- 
dends averaged 7:20 per cent. for the 
year, but the average for all stock was 
only 4.73 per cent. No interest was paid 
on $808,464,000, or 7.52 per cent. of the 
total funded debt.

Wheeling Bonds Go Down. 

The fortunes of the various Gould 
properties now in receivership are not 
materially improving with the delays 
in the reorganization plans, as_ evi- 
denced by the prices of their security 
issues. Theré was a sale yesterday of 
$2,000 of the Wheeling & Lake Erie con- 
solidated 4s at 70, which is a drop of 10 
points from the previous sale, which in 
turn marked a new low record. The 
earlier sale, however, was made in the 
week of April 14, and the writing off of 
10 points in the meantime was in keep- 
ing with the more gradual losses in the 
Wabash Pittsburgh Terminal and other 
Gould issues. The latter company’s 
trust receipts for the first 4s have de- 
clined to 11%, 


Reorganization Obstacles. 


The Wheeling & Lake Erie, a majority 
of whose. stock-is-ewned by the Wabash 
Pittsburgh Terminal, and the Terminal 
Company have been in receivers’ hands 
for a little more than five years. In 
that time a half dozen or so reorganiza- 
tion plans have been brought almost 
to completion, only to be held up by one 
difficulty or another. For one thing, 
there are s@ many opposing interests 
in each company, and the affairs of 
both roads are so closely involved with 
those of the failed Wabash that it has 
seemed almost impossible to obtain an 
@sreement satisfactory to all concerned. 


A plan for the Wabash Pittsburgh 
Terminal was finally arrived at more 
than two months ago, and committee- 
men who had almost grown gray in the 
service breathed sighs of relief. Then it 
developed that the bond market had 
become so hopéiess rnat It was useless 
to attempt the new financing necessary 
to. put the provisions of the settlement | 
into effect. Whether the plan formu- 
lated will still be serviceable when the 
security markets come into their own 
again is worrying. its sponsors,

CUTTING A MELON 


Giving a Share of Wells Fargo 
Stock as a Dividend to Every 
Four Shares of Its Own. 


DROPPING ITS 45,000 SHARES 


Bought This Block at 200 from the 
Southern Pacific in Order to 
Get Union Pacific Contract. 


Stockholders of the American Express 
Company were notified yesterday that 
the Directors had voted to distribute to 
them ‘on a pro rata basis 45,000 shares 
of Wells Fargo & Co. stock, which has 
been owned by the American since 1910. 
The stock dividend will be distributed to 
shareowners of record on July 31 in 
proportion of one share of Wells Fargo 
stock to every four shares of American 
Isxpress stock. Wells Fargo shares 
weré quoted in yesterday’s stock market 
at $110, and pay dividends at the rate 
of 10 per cent. a year. 

The American Company explained to 
shareholders, in a letter accompanying 
the announcement of the extra dividend, 
that the Directors had originally pur- 
chased the Wells Fargo stock from tne 
Southern Pacific Railroad with the tIn- 
tention of dividing it as soon as practl- 


cable in accordance with the plan now 
made known. The letter sald that for 
some years prior to 1910 it was desired 
by the American Company to extend its 
lines and business to Pacific Coast 
points. The contract for express tacili- 
ties on the Union Pacific was open in 
that year through the expiration of the 
existing contract with another express 
company. The American got the con- 
tract, but not until it had agreed to 
purchase the stock of Wells 

~ Co. owned by the 


Union Pacific. The contract could not 
have been obtained unless the purchase 
was made, and the shares were taken 
for that reason only and with the in- 
tention of ultimately distributing them 
to holders of American stock. 

Back in 1898, when the Southern Pa- 
cific renewed an existing contract with 
Wells Fargo & Co. for the express priv- 
ilege, the railroad received 16,625 shares 
of express stock as part payment in ad- 
vance.

NO DETINNING DIVIDEND. 


Regular of 134 Passed and Back 
Payments Nine Monthe Off. 


Holders of the preferred shares of the

RECORD FOREIGN TRADE. 


imports and Exports Both Greater 
Than Ever Before, Records Show. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Figures of 
the total foreign trade of the United 
States during the fiscal year 1913, just 
completed by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Demestic Commerce, show total imports 
of $1,812,621,160, against $1,053,264,934 
in 1912, and total exports of $2,465,%61,- 
910, against $2,204,322,409 in 1912. Of 
the total imports $825,331,166 were duti- 
able, against $771,594,104 in 1912, and 
$987,289,994 entered free of duty, against 
881,670,880 in 1912. Bea 

Of the total exports $2,428,421,508 were 
of domestic production and $87,540,402 
foreign merchandise exported. The ex- 
cess of exports over imports was $653,- 
140,750. Imports of both free and duii- 
able goods show larger figures than in 
any preceding year, and the figures cf 
exports, domestic and foreign, are in 
each case larger than ever before. 

The total foreign commerce for the 
year was valued at $4,275,385,070, as 
comparéd with $3,857,587,343 in the prior 
year, an increase of $420,795,727, of 
which increase $159,356,226 was in im- 
ports and $261,439,501 was in exports. 
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INTERVENES IN WABASH. 


Equitable Trust Interested In Suit 
Over Pacific Express. 


The Equitable Trust Company, as 
trustee for the mortgage securing the 
Wabash Railroad’s issue and refunding 
4 per cent. bonds, filed a petition with 
the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day asking that it be allowed to inter- 
vene in the suit brought by the Central 
Trust Company for the foreclosure and 
sale of the collateral securing a $5,000,-

STARTS AUXILIARY BANK. 


Lumbermen’s of Portland, Ore., Fol- 
lows Example of the East. 


The Lumbermen’s Trust and Savings 
Bank has been organized in Portland, 
Ore., with practically the same stock- 
holders as the Lumbermen’s’ National 
Bank. The two institutions will occupy 


the same building and the management 
of the Trust and Savings Bank will be 
in the hands of John A. Keating as Pres- 
ident. Mr. Keating is also Vice Presi- 
dent and Manager of the national bank. 

The arrangement is similar to that 
made by the First National Bank of 
Chicago, the First National of New 
York, the National City Bank, and many 
others, which have organized security 
companies to transact business which it 
is doubtful whether national banks are 
authorized to do. The Chicago institu- 
tion was the pioneer in this direction, 
the First Trust and Savings Bank being 
organized to buy and sell stocks and 
bonds, with other functions. The First 
Security Company ana the National City 
Company were established by means of 
dividends to the bank stock holders 
which they subscribed for the stock of 
the new companies. 

The bond department of the Lumber- 
men’s National Bank has been trans- 
ferred to the Trust anti Savings Bank, 
which will give special attention to the 
investment bond business and will deal 
in bonds and mortgages. Its author- 
ized capital, which is to be fully paid in 
by Jan. 1, is $500,000, and its surplus

NEW ENGLAND AUTO 
ROADWAYS UNEVEN 


* Much Bad Going in Connecticut 
and Some Good Routes in Ver- 
mont—Other Road Notes. 


An investigating. car of the Automo- 
bile Club of America has just been over 
the main route from Hartford, Conn., 
to Greenfield, Mass., and motorists plan- 
ning to use this route should exercise 
caution; according to the resultant re- 
port, since there is much poor going. be- 
cause of road construction. Leaving 
Hartford, rough and worn macadam is 
followed for seven miles. The road is 
then torn up for a distance of one mile 
for construction, but one side is open 
and passable. Fair macadam, with 
short rutted stretches, is then encoun- 
tered to Windsor Locks, whence’ rather 
good macadam with a few rough spots 
leads to Springfield. The nine and a 
half miles from this place to Holyoke 
might be described as fair. It has one 
worn stretch about a mile long. 

From Holyoke good .macadam leads 
along the Connecticut River to Mount 
Tom, but the road from that place to 
Northampton is closed and will be so 
all Summer. A detour over rough dirt 
and worn macadam roads by way of 
Easthampton is necessary. Then comes 
three miles of rough and worn roadway, 
followed by a detour over rutted, sandy 
roadway to Hatfield. Eight miles of 
good macadam leads thence to South 
Deerfield where a detour must be made 
over a poor sandy road to Wapping. 
The rest of the road to Greenfield is 
good. 

The road from Hartford to Canton 
by way of Avon which will afford a 
more direct route to Winsted, and that 
by way of Farmington is now being 
improved. The Farmington route, now 
the only one available, is by no means 
satisfactory. The road from that place 
to Unionville is under construction, 
making necessary a detour over fair 
gravel road with some narrow stretches 
of dirt... Then comes about a mile of 
fair macadam 
poor dirt road. The condemnation of a 
bridge on the main line makes another 
detour, this time over poor road to New 
Hartford, necessary. From New Hart- 
ford to Winsted@here is excellent maca- 
dam road.

E RAW SILKS UP. 


American Buying Light at Yoko: 
hama—Lécal Trade Rather Quiet. 


Raw silk prices have again advanced 
at Yokohama. They are now about 
$12.50 a picul higher than at this time 
a week ago. Sales for the last week ag- 
sregated 4,600 bales. Stocks now total 
about 3,500 bales, or ‘about half. what 
they were in July, 1912. Late cables 


indicate good buying on tne part of 
iuropean consumers, but American buy- 


ing has not been heavy. At Canton 


business has been hampered by the 
scarcity of: stocks, but prices continue 
firm. Shanghai reports an active de- 
mand for tussahs, with stocks light and 
prices advancing sharply.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 
Gloves Stitched Gain Lower Duty— 


Question Raised on Kid Gloves. 


The Board of United States General 


Appraisers yesterday sustained protests 
by several importers dealing with the 
classification of women’s gloves. Be- 
sides regular duty under the Tariff act 
of 1909, the customs officials exacted an 
additional, or cumulative, duty of 40 
cents per dozen pairs, on the ground 
that the gloves were stitched or em- 
broidered with more than three single 
strands, or cords. The importers argued 
that the additional duty was illegal, as 
the gloves did not possess more than 
three strands. Judge McClelland agreed. 

Louis Meyer & Son failed to secure 
lower duty on women’s kid gloves, re- 
turned by the Collector under the pres- 
ent.law. Duty was taken according to 
length. It was contended by the im- 
porters that the gloves were manufact- 
ured from lamb or sheepskins, and there- 
fore dutiable at lower rates.

CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


The Spanish cotton goods industry may be- 
come more important in the near future. 
There are no spindles in Seville except for 
jute, and at present spun cotton is imported 
by way of Barcelona or from England and 

elgium. However, experiments in the 
growth of cotton in this vicinity are now 
being made, and should these prove success- 
ful, doubtless spindles will be established in 
Seville for the complete manufacture of cot- 
ton textiles; should they fail, there is still 
no reason why spindles might not be in- 
stalled here and the cotton imported directly 
into Seville, thereby profiting both sellers 
and buyers. 


The local trade in Seville is on a firm foot- 
ing. Business and industrial conditions are 
prosperous; this city, the commercial centre 
of Western Andalusia, has important manu- 
factories of pottery, textiles, twine, mattings, 
paper, tobacco, wax matches, liquors, fer- 
tilizers, and soap, the products of which 
supply the local and the domestic markets, 
besides iron foundries, and a Government 
arsenal, and cork, olive, and olive oil fac- 
tories, the output of which is in interna- 
tional demand.

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PRINTED SILKS IN FAVOR. 


Foulards Likely to be Prominent in 
Buying for Next Spring. 


Well-posted members ° of the local 
silk trade are enthusiastic over the 
| prospects of printed silks for the Spring, 
{1914, season. A wide variety of these 
goods is expected to be in favor, includ- 
ing satins, poplins, louisines and fou- 
lards. The last-named fabric will be 
particularly favored if present prospects 


materialize. Printed chiffons, mar- 
quisettes, voiles and other diaphanous 
silks are well thought of also. 

Reports from various quarters of the 
trade indicate that about 50 per cent. 
more “business than usual has «been 
placed with the manufacturers for Fall 
delivery, but it is said to be doubtful 
if more than 50 to 75 per cent. of the 
orders now on the books can be filled 
because of the disturbing influence of 
the strike. A general scarcity of de- 
sirable merchandise exists, and esti- 
mates put stocks of messalines some 
50,000 pieces below normal. 

There is no particular change looked 
for in the fabrics to be taken during the 
balance of the Fall buying season, the 
eontinuance of the silhouette style and 
the increasing use of flounces keeping 
soft silks ‘in favor. More subdued col- 
orings are coming in, however, and 
black and white effects are becoming 
|popular. In ribbons these effects are 
especially wanted. 

Prices are not advancing in proportion 
to the increased cost of raw silks and 
the searcity of merchandise, and this 
> causing some uneasiness among pro- 

ucers.

Not the 
least noteworthy feature of the display is 
the fact that the company is permitting 
its competitors to see the goods as well 
as buyers.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—During the last 
twenty-four hours there were thunder show- 
ers in the Middle and South Atlantic and 
East Gulf States, the Upper Ohio Valley, the 
Lake region, the extreme Upper Mississippi 
Valley, the Dakotas, and Western Nebraska. 

Yhunder showers also continued in the Cen- 
tral and South Rocky Mountain regions. Over 
the remainder of the country tne weather was 
fair.

TO BEGIN COFFEE RESEARCH 


Dealer Favors Fellowship — Study 
Will Benefit Consumer. 


Apropos the memorial presented to Dr. 
Muller, the Brazilian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, by members of the Na- 
tional Coffee Roasters’ Association in 


the West, a member of the local trade 
said yesterday that it was not known | 
definitely what attitude the trade would 
take regarding the establishing of a 
fellowship four coffee research, but that 
he regarded it favorably. He said: 

**T do not think that we need to com- 
bat the statements made against the use, 
of coffee, and we in the legitimate cof- 
fee trade have no apologies to make for 
our product. We do, however, want to 
know and study coffee. Nobody knows |} 
about it, and research has never been | 
carried on. Much has been learned | 
through research about citrus fruits, and | 
the effects of tin on canned foods has, 
been studied. As for coffee, we know 
no more about it now than we did fifty 
years ago. There is much yet to be 
learned concerning the value of one cof- 
fee over another. We would like to 
know what makes the difference in the 
cup, the appearance, and the aroma of 
various coffees. We can now detect dif- | 
ferences by appearance of berries, by 
cupping, and by aroma, but we are ig-! 
norant of the actual reasons that pro- 
duce these differences. Neither can we 
tell why certain coffees are acid and 
others are not. The only reason we 
know for a Santos coffee being a Santos 
and a Bogota being a Bogota is that the 
coffees are grown in different countries 
and.under different conditions. 

‘“‘I favor coffee research particularly 
because it will enable us to give the con- 
sumer definite facts regarding our prod- 
uct, and tell them what is injurious and 
what is not. I believe that just as much 
evidence will be found to show that caf- 
feine is a healthful influence as there 
will be to the contrary. We want to be 
able to tell definitely why coffee is 
healthful and why it should be on every 
one’s breakfast table. 

“There seems to be a constantly grow- 
ing desire among the trade to get at the 
bottom of the matter, and I believe that 
research work will be taken up in the 
Fall. The New York association stands 
ready to contribute $1,000 for establish- 
ing a fellowship of coffee research in 
some thoroughly equipped university. 
We are waiting now for the other or- 
ganizations to do their part.”

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OPEN NEW TUNNEL 
UNDER EAST RIVER 


Two Ends of the Big Gas Tube 
from Astoria to the Bronx 


Are Joined. 


CORTELYOU FIRES BLAST 


Invited Guests See Céremony 240 
Feet Below the Surface— 


Work Cost $5,000,000. 


The big tunnel connecting the Bronx 
with Astoria, nearly one mile in length, 
was formally opened yesterday at a 
point 240 feet beneath the surface of 
the East River by the blasting of a hole, 
three feet wide, through the rock wall 
of the two tunnel headings, 800 feet 
from the shore, at Fort Morris in the 
Bronx. The tunnel is to be used for 
carrying gas from the Astoria works of 
the Consolidated Gas Company to the 
Bronx, and later for distribution under 


the Harlem River to Manhattan. 
Officials of the company and invited 
guests made an inspection of the work. 
They donned rubber clothing at the 
Astoria plant and descended the shaft 
of the tunnel there to a depth of 276 
feet, from which point they were carried 


| through the tunnel on cable cars to 


the rock wall. George B. Cortelycu, Presi- 
dent of the company, and William H. 
Bradley, its chief engineer, fired three 
charges of dynamite, broke down the 
rock barrier, and joined the two parts 


; of the tunnel. 


The bore of the tunnel on which the 
work of construction began, Sept. 12, 
1910, is shaped like the letter 2. 46-'2e 
feet in height and 19 feet 9 inches wide. 
It is lined with concrete 16 to 36 inches 
thick, and reinforced where required 
with steel rods. The mean depth of 
ithe tunnel is 246 feet; length, 4,662.04 
feet, and, including the two shafts, the 
total length is 5,171.79 feet. The Astoria 
shaft is 84. feet 6 inches in diameter. 
The Bronx shaft is 26 feet in diameter, 
and 233 feet deep. 

The cost of the work was $5,000,000. 
About 750 feet from the New York end 
the worst trouble with water was en- 
countered, and 3,500 feet from the As- 
toria end layers of sound rock alter- 
nated with fissures of highly disinte- 
grated sand, bearing water under full 
head. ; 

Tw? large gas mains, each 6 feet 6 
inches in diameter, are to be installed 
in the tunnel, to be followed by as 
many more when the necessity arises 
for distrivution in !arger quantities. In 
addition two large water pipes will run 
through the tunnel, providing for a 
private supply should the company 
need it. En 

The work of building the tunnel was 
carried on under the engineering direc- 
tion of William H. Bradiey of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, Jacobs & Davis, 
Inc., consulling engingers, and W. C. 
Morris for the gas company, Vivian 
Messiter of Jacobs & Davis, Harold 
Carpenter, and George E. Woods, as- 
sistants. 


SUICIDE IN CUSTOM HOUSE. 


inspector Fenton, Suffering from 
Insomnia, Kills Himself. 


Hart B. Fenton, 35 years old, a Cus- 
toms Inspector, who lived at Palisades 
Park, N, J., committed suicide shortly 
after noon yesterday in the basement

Returning to the Custom House from 
the steamship Stephano of the Red 
Cross Line, wnere he had been assigned 
to inspect baggage, Fenton completed 
his report and then went down to the 
locker room in the basement. A few 
minutes later a shot echoed through the 
marble corridors of the building. John 
Scully, custodian of the records of the 
Naval Office in the basement, was the 
first to get to Fenton, wnom he found 
leaning against the metal door of one 
of the lockers clutching a revolver 
Scully attempted to take the revolver 
from him, but Fenton, who was a pow- 
erful man, freed himself. 

“Who are you? What are you doing 
here, and what right: have you to in- 
terfere?’’ Fenton demanded of Scully. 
Then he fired the second shot at him- 
self. Scully felled him with a blow on 
the head, but could not prevent him 
from firing a third shot which entered 
the right side of his neck and is be- 
lieved to have penetrated the brain. 

A few minutes after the shooting the 
narrow passage between the rows of 
lockers was filled with clerks and other 
Custom House employes. Dr. E. W. 
Shurman, attached to the office of the 
Surveyor of the Port, and Alexander 
McKeon, Deputy Surveyor of the Port, 
were among the first to arrive. Dr. 
Howe of the Hudson Street Hospital, 
who responded to the ambulance call, 
found Fenton was dead. 

The suicide had been in the customs 
service for eleven years and his record 
was without a blemish. Both Collector 
of the Port John Puhhoy Mitchel and 
Deputy Surveyor McKeon spoke of him 
in the highest terms. 

‘‘ He was one of the most gentlemanly 
men we had in the service, and was 
absolutely to be relied on, I am greatly 
shocked,” Mr. McKeon said. 

Mr. Fenton was born in England. He 
leaves a wife and four small children. 
No motive for his sulcide was known 
by his business associates. but at his 
home-in Palisades Park it was said that 
he had suffered from acute indigestion 
and insomnia for a long time.
